Tbg  Henry  George  Campaign. 

In  the  great  quadrangular  battle 
for  the  Mayoralty  of  the  Greater  New 
York,  the  Independent  Democratic 
*  peeition  of  Henry  George  awakens 
not  only  metropolitan  but"  national, 
and  even  inter- national  interest.  The 
two  great  parties  that  have  .confront¬ 
ed  each  other  for  a  generation,  past 
have,  in  thia  local  combat,  un^er  the 
expressive  names  of  Crokerism  and 

Piattism,  locked  horns  in  the  arena  ef  thus  obstruct  justice. 
American  politics  for  final  mastery. 

The  issue  between  them  is  Bosaism 
or  il  you  prefar  a  softer  word — Regu 
"  larity,  party  regularity,  under  which 
American  citizens  are  given  liberty  of 
choice  between  wearing  the  collar  of 
Mr.  Croker  or  submitting  themselves 
to  the  yoke  of  Mr.  Platt.

Township  Matters. 

The  Township  Committee  held 
special  meeting  cU  Mondtiy  night  (o 
consider  the  case  of  Policemen  Ja  new 
Foster  and-  John  G.  Weden,  charg'd 
with  buying  attempted  to  defeat  the 
ends  of  justice  by  sending  a  telegraph 
message  to  Philip  Andrew,  Jr  ,  a  fug 
itive  from  justice  at  Keyport,  N. 
The  room  was  crowded  to  the  doors 
The  policemen  were  represented  by 
Frederick  H.  Pilch,  while  Francis 
Swayze  represented  the  town 

De  Witt  Clark,  an  operator  of  the 
Western  Uuion  .Telegraph  Company 
at  the  Glen  wood  Avenue  station,  from 
which  the  dispatch  was  reu1,  declined 
to  answer  questions,  and  said  that  he 
was  “ready  to  take  the  consequences 
Thomas  Manning,  employed  at 
Kreuger’s  Hotel  at  Watsessing,  was 
the  next  witness,  who  testified  that 
the  message  was  given  to  him  by 
Philip  Andrew,  Sr.,  and  thut  he  gave 
it  to  Foster.  Tlie  message  was 
to  Philadelphia  ;  they  are  After  yon.' 

Officer  Foster  was  next  called.  He 
said  he  did  not  know  the  circu m 
stances  which  caused  young  Amlipw 
to  leave  tb*’D>  and  that  he  look  charg* 
of  the  dispatch  as  a  friend  for  Mr. 
Mauniog.  Foster  also  stated  that  he 
bad  not  apoksn  to  the  elder  Audrew 
iu  four  years,  and  thst  he  was  on  hia 
vacation. 

Officer  Weden  was  th#  uext  wituuBS. 
He  said  that  he  sent  the  telegram, 
but  knew-  nothing  of  a  warrant. 
However,  after  he  bad  left  the  tele¬ 
graph  office,  it  dawned  upou  him  that 
the  message  was  not  strictly  proper, 
that  he  was  «  special  offioer.  This 
occurred  on  Monday  when  he  was  not 
on  duty. 

Fred,  ff.  Pilch  summed  up  for  the 
accused  officers.  2 

Lawyer  Swayze  said  it  was  an  easy 
matter  h>denv  actual  knowledge  and 
If  done  iu 
ignorance  they  were  not  fft;  men  to 
have  on  the  Bloomfield  Police  force. 
A  boy  fourteen  years  would  know 
better  than  that. 

The  Committee  held  an  executive 
session  at  which  all  the  members 
voted  to  dismiss  the  accused  officers, 
except  Frank  Fostej  who  wsb  t-xemted
